1, If thé separator is set to skim so as to 
give cream testing 35 per cent. b.f. at nor- 
mnal speed, then it is safe to say that for 
every. turn per minute of the handle above 
normal, the cream will. test 1 per cent. 
more, and, for’ every turn per minute less 
than normal, 1 per cent. less. The differ- 
encé will bé more when the separator is 
set for thick cream than when set for thin 
eream. 

2. If the supply can is kept constantly 
full, there will be a greater pressure on the 
inflaw,and consequently the milk ‘will go 
through the separator faster than when 
the supply can is kept only partially full. 

Crowding the’milk through ‘the sépar- 
ator will’ give more, but lower testing, 
cream. ; 

Experiments have been carried on al- 
ong this line, with the following results :— 

Small rate of inflow, supply can kept 
low, test 70 per cent. 

Large Rate of inflow, supply ean kept 
full, test 32.8 per cent. 

Normal rate of inflow, test 44.3 per 
cent. ; 

3. The amount of water or skim milk 
used to flush out the bowl will influence 
the test according to the amount used for 
this purpose. More especially as the am- 
ount of milk varies with the different seas- 
ons of the year, and the same amount of 
flushing is used. 

4. If the milk to be separated has been’ 
allowed to cool to less than 80 degrees, 
and with some separators 85 degrees, it 
should be warmed up before separating, 
to avoid loss of butter fat in the skim milk 
as the separation will be incomplete at a 
low temperature; also milk separated 
when cold will give a thin testing cream, 

Experiments with milk at different 
temperatures gives the following results: 


Temperature of Milk Test of Cream

5. A change in the richness of the milk 
separated will cause considerable varia. 
tion in the test of the cream. The! a 
of lactation has much therefore tode with 
the test of your cream. In the fall, when 
the cows have been long if lactation, your 
thilk aiid ér test will be at their high- 
est, but as fresh. cows come in and, aro 
tu®ned on the pasture your milk afd eréam 
test will natufally decrease under the 
same speed and other separator conditions 
the same. 

,» The following example will serve to 
ilhistrate this :— 

From 100 tbs. of milk you would get 
12 pounds eream testing 25 per cet, now 
suppose your milk test increased to 4 per 
eent. you would get practically the same 
amount of cream(12 tbs.) but ‘under the 
same separator conditions your cream 
would test 33 per cent. The test of milk 
in the former‘ease would be three per'cent. 

6. Vibration of the separator bow] inter- 
feres with the normal action of the separa. 
tor, and the trembling of the bowl eases 
the cream and the skim milk to mix;:a Jar- 
ge amount of fat is ‘lost in the skim milk ; 
and a considerable amount of skim milk 
escapes with the ‘cream, thus causing a 
lower test. ; 

7. It is verysimportant that separator 
should be thoroughly washed, especially 
the bowl, after each séparation. Tt ‘has 
been proven by experiments that the loss 
of butter fat in the skim milk is greater 
when the separator has been left unwash- 
ed from one separation to another. 

The slime on the inside of the bowl 
very quickly decomposes and cream from 
a dirty separator will be fairly alive with 
living bacteria, which increases very rap- 
idly. ; 

Cream of this character will be very 
dangerous to health and will as a rule 
grade No. 2 and No. 3 when it reaches the 
ereamery and is sure to make butter of a 
low grade when it reaches the consumer; 


thus eausing loss for the creamery and: 


consequently to you also. 

Aim to set the separator screw to deli- 
ver a cream testing 30 to 40 per cent. 
Cream of this richness is very easily kept 
sweet in summer, is less bulky to handle 
and more skim milk is kept at home for 
feeding purposes. Cream of this per 
cent. fat, delivered from a clean separator 
and clean utensils, and cooled immediat- 
ely after separating and kept cool to as 
near 40 degrees as possible, will almost in- 
variably grade extra when it reaches the 
creamery at least twice a week in summer 
and once a week in winter.

HAVE CROSSED THE SEA} months past.

We have had various approxi- 
mate figures published with re- 


gard to the number of American}, 


troops being sent overseas. Now 
we have a definite statement up 
to June 30th made by the war sec- 
retary and communicated to the 
publie by the president. 

It should, as the former says, 
give new zest to the Fourth of 
July celebrations. More than this 
it brings greater cheer to the 
hearts of the people of all the 
Allied countries than any news it- 


em that they have read in many 
Our friends and al- 


more than made good their prom- 
ises. 

Early in the season when hope 
was held out that there would be 
a million men in Europe by mid- 
summer, it was described in many 
quarters as a delusive one and few 
were disposed to bank strongly up 
on it. But the aggregate to, the 
end of June is well over that fig- 
ure and troops are still being rush- 
ed across. 

The detailed figures for the past 
‘ourteen months are worth study- 


ing. The totals.were small at first 
but there was a steady increase 
until October. During the win- 
etr there was no marked change 
but the speeding up, whieh began 
in March was notable. In that 
month, with the opening of the 
great German offensive, the im- 
perative need of rushing forward 
all possible men became evident. 
Where 48,000 went forward in the 
month of February, close to 84,- 
000 went forward in March, 117,- 
000 in April, 244,000 in May and 
276,000 in june. 

While the transports were thus 
being kept busy, the troops of the

Theatre July 26-27. 
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other Allied nations were stem- 
ming the German onrush. The 
past three and a half months have 
been as critical as those of the late 
summer and early fall of 1914. 
But the enemy having been held 
30 successfully during that period, 
we are justified in looking forward 
to the rest of the fighting season— 
now that reinforcements haye 
come to such an extent from our 
new ally—with much greater con- 
fidence than has been warrantéd 
at any time sinee the first of the 
year. 

The enemy will, it is assumed, 
remain on the offensive for a while 
yet. But he cannot be fighting 
with the hope of striking a decis- 
ive blow, while the time when the 
situation will be reversed and 
Foch will take the initiative can- 
not be far away.

In 
this brief sentence President Wil- 
son on the day of Indipendence 
standing by the tomb of the foun- 
der of the nation, gave expres- 
sion to the pure aims of the Ameri- 
can republic in entering the great 
world struggle. 

Washington, and the men asso- 
ciated with him saw a world with 
modern eyes which turned away 
from the past, which men of liber-- 
ated spirits could no longer endure 
They were thinking of a people 


which wished to be done with 
elasses and special interests and 
the authority of men they had not 


chosen to rule over them. The dif- 
ferences today, said President 
Wilson, in a speech which will 
rank with the Gettysburg address 
as one of the great expressions of 
the nation, is that’ ‘‘we consort 
with men who shall make the lib- 
erties of the whole world secure.’’ 

Wilson ouiiines in brief the ends 
for which the associated peoples of 
the world are fighting. They are: 

(1) The destruction of despot- 
ism which can disturb the peace 
of the world.

(2) The “settlement of every 
question upon the basis of the free 
aeceptanee; of the-settlement by 
the peoples immediately concern- 
ed, and not wpon the basis of ma- 
terial interest of any other nation. 
(8) The eonsent of all nations 
to be governed in their conduct to- 
ward each other by the same prin- 
ciples of honor, and respect for 
the common law that govern the 
individual citizens of ll modern 
states in their relations to one an- 
other, 

(4) The establishment of an or- 
ganization of pened, 

These are not. visions. These 
aims are within the grasp of the 
associated people ofthe world. 

Wilson erystalizes the aims, as- 
pirations and anibitions of the 
peoples of the.democratic nations 
in his one sentence, ‘‘What we 
seek is a reign of law, based up- 
on the censent of the goyerhed and 
sustained by the organized opinion 
of mankind.”’
